Until recantly riehlng in the Far East was carried out in o;’aBtal 

wite-B°and as a result the majority of the catch was obtained with at^l^y 
eauipsent. Salmon am apawnlng herrlnfc were the main ohJeotlTeB of ooaatal 
flahlng and in 19'i'^ - '-9^ ccmvarised 70 percent, cf '.lie \otai f .eh catch. 

In 1947 anl 1948, ice floes filled the coastal strip of the eastero shore 
of Kaachatka which made it Impoeslhle to set up seines . Thus, the =“*<* 
durlne the enawnlng runs had to ho ahandoned. The Belting snow on the hanks 
of the OHiotsk and Ayan Bl-rers caused floods in the Talleys of these ^ 

1947. This facilitated the catch of herring heeeuso of the wide areas of shallow 

vater. 

Finally. I'reciuent storms on the shores of Kamchatka, Kurile Islands, and 
western Salialln make the catch eitrenely difficult with , 

seines, sometimes tearing them off at the yery mcmont that the fish are to he 

removed.
